Report of the School Board 


To the Citizens of Kensington: 

The schools all opened for the year’s work with the same 
teachers as last year. The number of children attending the 
East School ig about all that could be accommodated there, 
while the West School is relatively small. However, each year 
brings its changes, as new ones come in and the older ones pass 
on to higher schools, so that the number of pupils in a school 
varies from year to year. 

The course of the schools ran smoothly until time to open 
after the Christmas recess, when snow and storms made it 
advisable not to open the East and West schools, until two 
weeks after the North School, which opened at the appointed 
time, January 8. This extra two weeks vacation also helped 
relieve an epidemic of whooping cough which had broken out 
in the East School. All the schools are now at work and with 
no more severe storms, expect to keep the required number of 
weeks. : 

The new stove is installed in the North School, in proper 
position and with jacket arrangement for circulation. The 
walls and ceiling are freshly tinted, making the school room 
much more pleasant and attractive. 

With the exception of the few minor repairs which are 
necessary from time to time, the school houses are now in good 
repair and up to the proper requirements.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Kensington: 


I have the honor of submitting to you herewith my fourth 
annual report as superintendent of our schools, a report of the 
accomplishments of the school year which ended in June, 1922, 
together with a brief statement about the current year. Ken- 
sington shared with the other districts of Supervisory Union 
No. 16 a programme of standardized tests in reading, writing, 
spelling, and arithmetic. These tes's were given at the middle 
of the year, furnishing at that time data upon which we could 
base intelligent criticism and advice. The results showed lack 
of drill in some subjects, a need for different methods in others, 
and a better choice of text book material for still others. 
Teachers and superintendent worked together for the rest of 
the year with the aim of giving each pupil the most possible 
help. Examination at the end of the year showed clear gains 
all along the line. Our aim is clearer than ever, we know better 
what we want to accomplish and our results are better. 

You are to be congratulated on the quality of service 
rendered by the teachers. The pupils are most orderly and in 
good spirit, they make most satisfactory progress in studies, 
they are cared for at the noon hour and at recess, in short, 
the teachers are real teachers of all the pupils. Such service 
cannot be too much appreciated. Iam glad you have made it 
possible for them to remain for the current year. 

The buildings are well cared for by the teachers and janitors. 
The repairs of last summer were well done. At the North 
School the paint and new stove make a great addition to the 
comfort of the room. Placing the stove, with its jacket, in the 
windward corner of the room has made it much easier to heat 
and ventilate that room. We have a healthier room at less 
fuel expense. J recommend a similar move for each of the 
other buildings whenever funds shall become available. 

I publicly commend the Kensington pupils who attend high 
school. It is no small task to persist in such good attendance 
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through all the bad weather we have, and to keep up good 
marks in work, as most of them have done. Their parents can 
take this comfort—their children will, in later life, prize the 
more highly their secondary education. 

The tables hereto appended are self explanatory. I’m sorry 
to be unable to report a medical inspection fos this year. As 
scon as the officer was appointed, cur winter storms began. 
Since that time bad roads, closing of see and much illness: ~ 
have kept the officer away. 

The second half of the current year has just begun. We are 
recovering from severe colds, grippe and whooping cough, and 
the work is going on. Our teachers are doing their usual fine 
work and that in spite of bad weather, difficult roads and con- 
sequent poor attendance. 

With deep appreciation for the continued co-operation of 
the School Board, teachers and community this report is
